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Churchill Advises 
Government Not to 


Push Atomic Gift 


Says Russia Would Not 


Give Up Secret if She 


Had it Herself 


London, Nov. 7—(AP)—Winston 


Churchill expressed conviction to- 
day that Soviet Russia would not 
share the atomic bomb secret if 
she alone held it, and urged Prime 
Minister Attlee in his forthcom- 
ing Washington talks to bring no 
"pressure" on the United States 
to divulge the bomb's production 
details. 


"I am sure," Churchill said, "that 


were the circumstances 
reversed 


and we or the Americans asked 
for similar access to Russian ar- 
senals, it would not be granted." 


The former prime minister men- 


tioned assistance 
furnished 
the 


Russians during the war, including 
radar "and other matters," and 
said he was "not conscious of any 
considerable reciprocity." 


But he declared in almost the 


same breath: 


"Any idea of Britain deliberate- 


ly pursuing an anti-Russian policy 
or taking part in making a com- 
bination to the detriment of Rus- 
sia is thoroughly opposed to Brit- 
ish thought and conscience. 


"Nothing but a long period of 


marked injuries and antagonisms 
could develop any- such matter 
again in this land." 


Opening common's 
first 
full 


dress debate 
on foreign 
policy 


since Britain's labor government 
assumed power, Churchill, as lead- 
ere of the conservative opposition, 
praised Generaalissimo Stalin as a 
"great man." and said the Russian 
leader "is still strongly holding 
the helm and steering his tremen- 
dous ship." 


Churchill 
expressed the 
hope 


that Britain would adhere to the 
12-point American foreign policy 
program enunciated by President 
Truman in New York Navy Day. 


"We should make clear to the 


United States." Britain's war time 
prime minister 
said, "that we 


will march at" their side in the 
cause President Truman has de- 
fined. 
This is our chance of cur- 


vival and it may even be of saie- 
ty and. with safety, a vast exten- 
sion of prosperity." 


Churchill's 
statement 
came a 


day after Soviet Foreign Commis- 
sar V, M. Molotov told the Rus- 
sians in a Moscow address that the 
atomic bomb could not be kept se- 
cret and that 
the Soviet 
union 


•would hax-p "atomic energy 
and 


many other things." 


Britain's war time prime min- 


ister told commons that Generalis- 
simo Stalin "is still strongly hold- 
ing the helm and steering his tre- 
mendous 
ship," 
the 
Soviet 


union. 


In his role as minority 
leader 


Churchill expressed thp hope that 
"we shall adhere to the policy de- 
clared by 
President 
Truman to 


keep the knowledge and processes 
(of the atomic bomb) a.s a sacred 
trust, as a deterrent to aggressive 
war." 


Churchill told Britain's lawmak- 


ers that what the l rnited States 
did not wish to disclose was the 
practical 
production methods of 


the bombs "developed at enormous 
expense and on a gisantic sale.' 


To be 
effective 
for Russia, he 


said, the disclosure would have to 
take the form of a visit by Soviet 
jpe.'ialists engineer?

says for it: 


"Only by the joint efforts ol 


the three powers (Russia. Britain 
and America) who carried the 
burden of the war. can we secure 
the victories of the democratic 
countries over fascism. Only such 
collaboration can pronjote success 
in the work of the new interna- 
tional 
organization 
for 
lasting 


peace. 


Expressions of good intentions 


are not sufficient for this. Such 
intentions must be proved in abil- 
ity to carry out this type of col- 
laboration in the interests of all 
the peace-loving states." 


Then Molotov offers this pledge: 
"The Soviet Union has been and 


will continue to be a reliable, bul- 
wark in the defense of peace and 
Lhe security ot" the peoples, and 
is ready to prove this, not In 
words but in deeds." 


The atomic bomb is. of course, 


a bone of very considerable con- 
tention and Moscow is insisting 
on knowing all the facts. 
Molo- 


tov declared there should be "no 
secrecy" about the bomb. He add- 
ed that atomic energy mustn't be 
used "for games of power In for- 
eign policy," which means that a 
nation possessing the wherewith- 
al to produce the atomic bomb 
mustn't use this advantage for 
the coercion of any other coun- 
try. 


Undoubtedly the atomic bomb 


presents a problem
